Only Two Ways 

As a matter of cold fact, experts.

Bonds Do Have Value 

Performance bonds, of course, 
have a real value - and there is no 
case for dismissing them lightly. 

If the town disagrees with the 
contractor over performance, 
legal action can be taken. Then, if 
the courts find for the town, the 
contractor pays, or the bonding 
company steps in. 

This protection is necessary and 
desirable - but the town must take 
the first step in seeking that end. 
It must bring suit, in the proper 
courts, not talk about ‘‘calling in 


a bond’’,

Cats Love Anti-Freeze; 
Keep Toxics Away From Pets 


Dr. Gerry B, Schnelle, chief of 
staff of the Mass. S.P.C.A,’s Angell 
Memorial Animal Hospital, Bos- 
ton, has recommended that, with 
the coming of cold weather, house- 
holders safely store out of reach 
of pets and children all fuel oil, 
kerosene and turpentine products 
and anti-freeze solutions. 

Dr. Schnelle warned’ that dogs 
and particularly puppies will drink 
these poisonous substances when 
thirsty. Cats and kittens walk in 
or otherwise getthe poisonontheir 
coats and then lick it off. If a pet 
gets one of these fluids on its coat 
or body, the animal should imme- 
diately be washed in a mild soap 
and lukewarm water bath until all 
odor of the fluid is gone and then 
kept in a warm room for several 
hours after the animal's coat is 
dry. If the animal has lapped the 
poison, and generally the odor 
of the coal tar product is on the 
animal’s breath, immediate 
veterinary attention is required. 

Dy Schnelle also said that anti- 
freeze solutions are exceedingly 
dangerous in that they contain an 


ingredient so attractive to cats 
that they will actually climb into 
the underparts of a car to lick 
any of the toxic fluid spilled on 
the radiator. Car owners are asked 
to be extremely careful in flushing 
this deadly fluid any place where 
it can collect in pools and remain 
available to cats and dogs.

Unknown Ingredient 


It won’t be politics as usual, come town election time. 
For that far-reaching, vaguely-worded statute known as 


the ‘“‘conflict of interest’’ law will certainly be involved. 


For there are individuals in elective office whose 
business interests would automatically place them in the 
position of being in conflict. Some are holding office and 
would not normally be up for re-election this year. Others 


will be coming to the end of their term. 


It’s sheer speculation now, but we would assume that 
elected officials, who would be in conflict under the law 
as of May 1, 1963, will resign. For they probably can’t 
afford to gamble that legislative repeal or adjustment will 
take place before the effective date of the statute. They’d 
be in the clear if the legislature acted, but would be 


subject to criminal action if it did not. 


If our presumption is correct, there will be more offices 


to be filled come March than would normally be the case. 


All of which will make the political picture far more 


interesting. 


Caused Interest Anyway 


If Urban Renewal never gets another step nearer 
approval, it seems to have accomplished one thing — town 


officials are in a spending frame of mind. 


Projects have been dusted off; a capital expenditure 
program has been tentatively set up; accelerated public 
works programs are being considered, All this, in addition 


to the normal program of growth. 


Possibly all of the projects contemplated for 1963 will 
be used as a reason, or an excuse, for not approving 


additional expenditures for Urban Renewal. 


But if that controversial proposal serves to goad the

That is the goal Commissioner 
Jack P, Ricciardi has set for the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works’ farflung snow and 
ice control forces which function

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In some cases, the Selectmen 
have required that securities, cash 
or a bank book be placed on deposit, 
instead of a bond. 

But these can not be taken away 
from their owners without court 
action. 

Nowhere, according to experts 
in the field, can there be any action 
that will deprive the contractor of 
due process of law. This is a 
fundamental guarantee under the 
constitution - one that is, not 
abridged by elected or appointed 
officials. 

No Other Possibility 

Faced with the knowledge that 
bonds can’t be used to whip con- 
tractors into line, there comes the 
question: What can be done to in- 
sure compliance with local re- 
strictions? 

The answer: 

Go to court. 

To be sure, bonding company 
representatives often will look at 
a job after receiving complaints 
of non-compliance. But whatever 
they do is unofficial and without 
real authority. They may suggest 
to a contractor that he do some- 
thing - but this is on an informal 
basis. And the contractor need not 
follow the advice. 


Politics, Personalities 

Moreover, the representatives 
often find that contractor-townar- 
guments are based on personalities 
more than outright non-com- 
pliance. 

When boards or individuals in 
the town government don’t like a 
contractor, he may be in for 
trouble. 

But his bond doesn’t cover these 
political implications, nor does it 
include extra restrictions imposed 
after the bond has been signed, 
whether these are politically 
motivated, or actually needed.

Thus, whenever the oft-made 
threat ‘‘we’ll call ‘your bond’ is 
heard, we now know that this must 
be preceded by court action, obe 
taining a judgment against the 
contractor, followed by his 
inability to pay. Then, and only 
then, will the bonding companies 
step into the picture financially.

Flew To New York 
On Town Business 


Town Manager Thomas E, Duff, 
Water-Sewer Department Supt. 
Donald Bassett and representa- 
tives of Camp, Dresser and Mc 
Kee flew to New York yesterday, 
to make application for federal 
funds. 

The group took with them a de= 
tailed application, with supporting 
documents, covering a sewer pro= 
ject estimated at $1,701,000. 

About $10,000,000 in federal 
funds have been allocated to Mas~= 
sachusetts for accelerated public 
works programs. Approximately 
three million of the total has been 
granted to three other communi- 
ties. 

Andover, in seeking the govern- 
ment money, has the unanimous 
support of the Selectmen. 

The sewer projects outlined in 
the application include improve- 
ments to the Riverina rd, pumping 
station, service for the Hidden rd. 
area, a trunk line along Andover 
st. to Ballardvale, and additional 
service for West Andover. 

The projects are all in the 
advanced planning stages, and can 
be put into effect within a short 
time, if money is allocated for the
